a League of Nations backed by the 
good will of all member nations. 
None other could be permanent, he 
ald,

tion work. He urged settlement of 
the labor problem by mutual un- 
derstandings and co-operation. 

“Labor that degrades and stunts 
the personality cannot be tolerated

for Southern California for today 
and tomorrow, following yesterday's 
surprise thunder storm during which 
showers Were general though not 
heavy. In Los Angeles the rainfall 
was .13 inches. 

The storm announced its coming 
to Los Angeles with fashes of 
lightning at 2:56 yesterday after- 
noon. Lightning struck the trans- 
former in the power house of the 
Los Angeles Railway Company at 
Pico and Sentous street, putting 
the plant out of commission for 
eight minutes during which every 
street car of the company's lines 
was stopped for lack of power.

SIGNED, SAYS LITTLE. 


TAXPAYERS LEAGUE OFFICER 
SPRINGS SURPRISE IN 
, BOND FIGHT. 


Charging the proposed 
agreement between the city and the 
officials of the Southern California 
Bdison Company for the purchase of 
the Edison distributing system in 
Los Angeles has not been signed, At- 
torney Walter J. Little, secretary of 
the Municipal Taxpayers’ League, 
made the following statement yes- 
terday: 

“Beveral days ago the Municipal 
Taxpayers’ League was furnished 
by the City Clerk with a copy of 
the agreement between the Pubiie 
Service Commission of Los Angeles 
and the Sovthern California Edison 
Company. It developed today that 
this contract has never been signed 
by either the representatives of the 
Edison Company or of the city. 

“The fact that this contract has 
mot Been signed means that there 
ie no contract to purchase existing 
between the city and the Edison, 
Company. but despite this the City 
Council on the ballot a pro- 
posal for a $13,600,000 bond iesue, 
which states that $11,000,000 of this 
ie the ‘estimated cost’ of the d- 


“Because of the fact that there is 
no signed agreement between the 
Edison Company and the city, the 
voters of Los Angeles have abso- 
lutely no assu 
pany will sell 
cost’ of $11,000,000. 

“Bome time ago the city and the 
company entered into an operating 
agreement, and this contract was 
signed. There was also an option 
for the eity to purchase the Edison 
Company at a stated figure. This 
option was never exercised, and is 
still in effect. The question now 
naturally arises: Was this contract 
ever signed? If the Edison Com- 
pany did not sign it, it is now in the 
position of making 
$2,000,000 by not so doing. 

“And will the failure of the a- 
son Company to sign this latest 
agreement mean the proposed price 
of $11,000,000 will be later in-

EMINENT RED CROSS 
WORKER DIES HERE.

MRS. OTHEMAN STEVENS, WHO 
INVENTED WAY TO TURN 
TRASH INTO CASH, TAKEN. 


After an illness of but a few hours, 
Mrs. Otheman Stevens, known 
throughout the United States as the 
originator of the Red Cross salvage 
plan, died at her home, 93¢ West 
Twentieth street, at 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. Mrs. Stevens, with 


. She was removed immediate- 
ly to her home, where she died «@ 
few hours later. 

Before her marriage, Mrs. Stevens 
was Elizabeth Lake Yocum. She 
was born at Ashiand, Pa., and moved 
to this State with her parents about 
forty-four years ago. They lived at 
Anaheim until the death of der 
father, Dr. H. Yooum, in 1880. Mrs. 
Stevens was married thirty-two years 
ago, and had lived in Los Angeles 
ever since, with the exception of a 
short residence at Sacramento. 

In April, 1917, Mrs. Stevens or- 
ganized the salvage corps of the Red 
Cross Society. She got the idea of 
organizing the corps from the suc- 
cess that had been attained through 
the efforts of local newspaper men 
who collected tin foil to ald an m- 
capacitated fellow-writer. 

When the salvage corps was first 
organized, Mrs. Stevens used her 
home as her office, and her personal 
efforts during the first month netted 
$55.50. In March, 1918, she raised 
$850.07. After she had been col-

Having helped generously in every 
other campaign to carry on the war 
and relicve its sufferers, the Hebrew 
residents of Los Angeles will seek
